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SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA . 

(a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES,  The  Public  Health  Laboratory, Tennis  Court 
Road,  Cambridge,  under  the  directorship  of  Dr.  R.  M.  Pry,  provides  an 
excellent  bacteriological  service  and  most  readily  discusses  and  advises 
on  any  epidemiological  or  similar  problem. 

Dr»S. G-reenburgh, Public  Analyst,  Tenison  Road,  Cambridge,  gives  a 
similar,  efficient,  helpful  service  when  chemical  analyses  are  required. 

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.  These  services  since  July  1953  have  been 
provided  directly  by  the  County  Council  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  D.  A0 
McCracken,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(c)  NURSING-  IN  THE  HOME.  The  West  Suffolk  County  Council  District  Nurse 
Midwives  carry  out  these  duties. 

(d)  CLINICS  , JID  TREATMENT  CENTRES.  The  West  Suffolk  County  Council 
hold  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  Thedwastre  at  two  centres: - 

Elmswell,  Village  Hall.  1st  Thursday  in  each  month. 

Rickinghall,  Village  Hall.  2nd  Thursday  in  each  month. 

(o)  HOSPITALS.  The  use  of  hospitals  by  Thedwastre  residents  is 
indicated  by  the  following  information  with  regard  to  live  births  and 
deaths. 

Of  the  133  Live  Births,  ?0  took  place  in  the  parent -s’  homos  in 
Thedwastre  -  most  of  the  others  took  place  in  hospital  at  Bury  St, 
Edmunds. 

51  of  the  91  deaths  of  Thedwastre  Residents  in  1958  occurred  at  their 
own  homes  in  Thedwastre.  Of  the  remainder,  there  we re  39  in  hospitals

A  further  illustration,  indicating  the  position  in  each  parish,  is  provided  by  the 
table  on  tho  following  page. 

During  the  year,  18  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  purposes.  Of 
these,  8  were  satisfactory  and  10  were  unsatisfactory.

(ii)  THE  RATTLESDEN  SNEER.  This  sower  was  in  use  from  early  November.  The  Council 
took  immediate  steps  to  connect  their  post-war  houses  thereto,  thus  obviating  the 
weekly  need  to  empty  the  cesspools.  A  small  numbor  of  owners  of  private  cottages 
took  similar  action  mid  it  is  anticipated  that  within  a  few  years  all  of  those  within 
the  sewer  limits  will  also  be  connected. 


The  combined  Elms  we 1 1-Wool pit  sewerage  scheme  started  early  in  1959  and  should  be 
completed  by  June  I960. 

Schemes  are  in  preparation  for  the  villages  of  Badwell  Ash,  Beyton,  Drinkstone, 
Felsham,  Godding,  Hessett,  Norton,  Tostock,  U als  ham-Ie  -Y7 illows  and  T7attisf ield.

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CO 
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( iii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  Tho  advent  of  the  water  supply  has 
emphasised  the  great  need’ for  adequate  sewers  or  small  schemes  throughout 
the  entire  district. 

The  cesspools*  particularly  on  the  Council’s  Housing  Sites*  become 
full  within  a  few  days  and  are  constantly  overflowing.  To  combat  these 
nuisances  the  two  men  engaged  on  the  Council’s  cesspool  emptier  are 
working  overtime  every  day  and  are  carrying  out  their  duties  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner. 

The  Council  own  a  Yorkshire  Karrier  750  gallon  cesspool  emptier, 
purchased  in  1952.  This,  under  tho  direction  of  Mr.  Wyatt,  has  been 
engaged  in  the  emptying  of  cesspools  throughout  the  District. 

The  service  is  available  to  any  private  house  in  the  District  on 
payment  of  30/-  for  the  first  load  and  25/-  for  each  subsequent  load  - 
the  service  is  free  to  tenants  of  the  Council  houses. 

The  vehicle  travelled  14? 231  miles  and  the  total  number  of  cesspools 
emptied  during  1953  was  1,339?  made  up  as  below. 

In  addition  to  the  cesspools  emptied  by  the  Council’s  own  staff,  the 
assistance  of  a  neighbouring  Authority  was  invited  from  whom  a  cesspool 
emptier  was  hired  for  one  day  each  week  throughout  the  year.

2*  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS ,  There  is  no  river  in  tho  Thedwast.^  District, 
but  the  Council*  s'  Rodent  Operator*  has  paid  regular  attention  to  the 
water-course  at  Walshani—le— Willows,  both  lor  cleansing  and  freedom 
from  infestation  of  vermin. 

•5.  (i)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.  All  post-war  private  houses  have  modern 
amenities,  including  W7cTs7  with  drainage  to  septic  tanks  or  cesspools; 
Council  houses,  however,  with  the  exception  of  32  at  Woolpit,  o  at 
Stowlangtof t ,  6  at  Tostock  and  2  at  Thurston,  have  water  supplies, 
baths  and  drainage,  but  pail  closets,  as  have  the  majority  of  working- 
class  premises  within  the  area. 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  The  fortnightly  collection  and  removal  of 
household  refuse  has  been  continued  throughout  the  Area,  except  irom 
the  most  isolated  premises  from  which  a  monthly  collection  is  made. 

The  service  is  kerb-side,  except  in  the  case  of  elderly  people, 
the  sick  or  women  living  alone,  and  is  made  by  a  driver  ana  two  loaders: 
who  carry  out  their  duties  in  a  satisfactory  way. 

The  vehicle,  in  use  since  1943?  is  a  4  ton,  15  yard  Bedford  with  a 
moveable  floor,  from  Messrs.  Glover,  Webb  &  Liversedge,  Ltd.,  and  has 
given  good  service,  but  is  now,  after  10  years,  proving  expensive  and 
is  to  be  replaced,  in  January  1959,  by  a  tiew  tip-up  vehicle. 

Refuse-  tips  are  at  Wattisfiold,  Rickinghall,  Elmswell  and  Badwoll 
Ash.  Frequent  visits  are  paid  to  the  tips  by  the  Rodent  Operator,  who 
sprays  with  insecticides  and  keeps  the  rats  under  control. 

In  1958  the  Refuse  Vehicle  travelled  7,998  miles  and  removed  1,213 
loads  of  refuse,  which  compared  with  1,054  loads  removed  during  9o7*
